Next stop: Gov. Blagojevich

Fire protection legislation' co- 
sponsored by Rep. JoAnn Osmond 
(R-Antioch) has made its way 
through both houses and will be 
sent to Gov. Rod Blagojevich for final 
consideration. 

"These measures reflect the 
important roles bur firefighters play 
in our everyday lives," said Osmond, 
a member of the Appropriations*' 
Public Safety Committee. "I will, in 
the months and years ahead, push 
for additional legislation designed to 
facilitate fire protection and other- 
public safety measures." 

Five house bills all benefit fire 
departments and fire protection dis- 
tricts. From - assistance with pur- 
. chasing new equipment to imposing-. 
fines on those who "continually and 
falsely pull fire alarms, the new laws 
are intended to better protect the 
public. 

. The loan funds offered through 
one of these will be paid out of a 
newly created Fire:Truck Revolving 
Loan Fund and will allow for zero- , 
interest loans through the.; Illinois 
Rural Bond Bank for the purchase of 
capital improvement projects. 

"This will really help the small 
departments that wouldn't be able 
to handle short term loans with 
interest/'.said Osmond.

On May 6, Antioch Township, die Village of 
Antioch, and E2 Inc., met to discuss potential 
.development of park property located off of 
Depot Street. The full township board, one mem- 
ber of the village board, three consultants from 
E2 Inc., and one person from the general public 
were present.. 

The preliminary concept design includes 
adilctic fields, parking space, a reslroom/equip- 
ment/concession facility, and a pavilion neurone 
of three ponds located on the site. The athleUc 
fields include; two T-ball fields, two little league 
fields, one competition baseball field, one com- 
petition soccer field, and one competition foot- 
ball field. Further discussion resulted in sugges- 
tions to add a tot play area, a few volleyball 
courts, and some basketball courts. 

In addition, it was suggested by tlie village 
representative and one member of die township 
board Uiat die competition soccer field be devel- 
oped as another football field tliat also could be 
used for soccer practice because the current 
needs of the football leagues takes precedence 
over soccer needs as Antioch currently does not 
have a soccer program or soccer fields. 

Antioch youth participate in the 
Undenhurst/Lake Villa programs. It was slated 
Uiat perhaps in two to five years this field or oUier 
property on the site could be developed as soccer 
fields. My comment to this was, "If you build it (a 
soccerfield), tbey will come." I believe we have an 
opportunity to do somediing now for those inter- 
. ested in soccer. All atliletic programs in Antioch 
have u need for more space, and it may be diffi- 
cult to avoid turning kids away in die future due 
to lack of playing fields and anticipated growth in 
Antioch. I am concerned that in order to avoid 
turning away football aUiletes, we do so at die 
expense of excluding soccer adilelcs based on 
the rationale that since soccer does not exist in 
Antioch now, it can wait.

Less than five years ago, being farsiglited, having a lazy 
eye, astigmatism and relatively large pupils would * 
exempt one from having vision-improving surgery. 
Today, one could be considered a good candidate even 
with this complicated mixed bag of problems. 

LASIK stands for laser in-situ (Latin for in place or not 
removed) keratomileusis (carving of the cornea to reshape it). 

Advancements in technology over the past couple of years 
have opened the doors for many who previously would not 
have been eligible'. 

Now there is patented, and FDA approved, laser radar eye- 
tracking equipment that can track the position of the eye 4,000 
times per second and works in conjunction with a small spot , 
laser beam. The result is that most of those who are nearsight- 
ed, nearsighted with astigmatism, farsighted, farsighted with • 
astigmatism as well as those with both regular and mixed astig- 
matism can be treated. 

Mitchell-Jackson, M.D., a board-certified ophthalmologist 
specializing in a variety of refractive surgeries including LASDC, 
PRK (photorefractive keratectomy), lens implants, Wavefront 
Custom Cornea laser applications among others, said, "The 
technology allows for a smoother ablation (removal) profile." 

He said a fair analogy would be the comparison of high-res- 
olution digital image versus a low-resolution image. The edge of 
high-resolution will have more dots or lines per inch and less of 
a stair-stepping aiFect at the edges of the image. A low-resolution 
image, having fewer dots or lines per inch, wiU appear jagged. 

"We also have better ways to measure pupil size now," he 
said. "Problems arise when the pupil dilates beyond the treat- 
ment area. We match the treatment area to the pupil size 
under the most extreme circumstance. This takes care of that." 

While more people are eligible for LASIK surgery, having 
it does not mean that one will be able to see perfectly in all 
situations. "Theconec^dnybugetv^ as

lenses," said Jackson. "Additionally, vision is corrected for dis- 
tance. Reading glasses may still be required." 

An exception to that is for those who request a monovision 
result in which the eyes are treated separately and will no longer 
work together. In those cases, one eye is correct for distance and 
the other for near vision. The advantage is that one may riot 
need reading glasses (except for the small print). . 

The disadvantages are that distance vision may not be as 
clear, depth perception may be effected and glasses may be 
required fair night driving. 

Jackson noted that there is a difference between "quantity" 
of vision and "quality" of vision. One can still be considered to 
have 20/20 vision when looking at the standard Snellen eye 
chart, though every letter may appear blurred. v 

The blurring is caused by "higher order aberrations," that 
cause glare, shadows, halos or other annoyances. 

According to Jackson, improved technology called "wave- 
front" technology allows some of these higher aberrations to 
be identified, measured and addressed. 
Screening, surgery 

Prior to surgery, there is an extensive screening procedure to 
determine eligibility. During that exam, the overall eye will be 
evaluated for ocular health and die shape and tliickness of the 
cornea will be checked as well as a retinal exam, a test of internal 
refraction and tear production. This step in the process takes 
between 60-90 minutes, much longer than Uie actual surgery. 

Jackson stressed that it is important to find a 
surgeon/optometrist team that will not take any shortcuts in 
testing. "There should be no shortcuts here," he said. "Each of 
these tests provides vital information." 

He added that one should interview surgeons and not 
base selection on price. The FDA's web site concurs. 

The FDA's site said it is important to be wary of any cen- 
ters that guarantee results or offer package deals and to read 
any and all patient information handbooks provided by. the. 
doctor. Additionally it said, "Your doctor should be willing to 
discuss his/her outcomes (successes as well as complications) 
compared to the results of studies outlined in the handbook." 

In addition tochecking the FDA web site, Jackson said 
one should interview the surgeon. He recommended the fol- 
lowing questions: How many procedures (whatever specific 
eye surgery one is looking to have done) have you performed? 
Are you involved in training other surgeons? If so, how many? 
Do other doctors, particularly ophthalmologists, come to you? 
Have you had your own eyes done? 

"An eye surgeon, unless he has perfect vision or isn't a can- 
didate, should trust the technology," said Jackson. "I had my 
eyes done and it was like I was let out of prison. These days, 
you're more likely to leave your house and have an accident in 
your car than you are to have a complication from the surgery." 

Potential risks include loss of vision from infection or 
irregular scarring or from the cornea healing irregularly. An 
astigmatism could result or an inability to wear contact lenses. 

Visual side effects could occur including a difference of

power between the two eyes, a difference in image size 
between the two eyes, double vision, fluctuaUng vision, glare, 
halos and/or an increased sensitivity to light- • 

Additional surgery maybe required to fine tune results. 

Other reported complications include corneal ulcer forma- 
tion, droopy eyelid, endothelial cell loss, epithelial healing _ . 
defects, corneal swelling, retinal detachment and hemonhage. 
Complications could require a corneal replacement. 

Jackson, who has performed 8-9,000 laser vision correction 
surgeries since FDA approval in 1995, said complications from 
the surgery are not common. 

The surgery itself is a two-stage process. The first part .off 
the process is to cut a flap in the eye that exposes Uie cornea 
' tiien the cornea is corrected with the laser. According to 
Jackson, the laser is cool and does not "bum" the tissue away. 
• In explaining the process, Lehr said anesthetic eye drops 
are put in die eye and the patient may be given a mild seda- 
tive. "We have an instrument that holds the eyelid open, so 
you don't have to worry about riot blinking," he said. 

He added that the flap would heal without stitches, but 
that it is important not to rub, push or squeeze the eye as the 
Cap could shift. After die surgery, one might have itching or 
tearing for a day or two, and that those who are farsighted are 
more likely to have dry eyes that require lubricating drops. 

"You would need to have someone drive you home, and 
we recommend taking a nap for three or four hours," he said. 
"By the next day, it's likely that you could drive yourself in for 
the follow-up exam, but you should have a driver available."

Driving through various towns 
last weekend,, it would have been 
hard not noticing that it was 
Memorial Day. Old Glory, in the form 
of flags, pins and stickers, draped 
from the ceilings of homes and area 
businesses. Horns honked repeated- 
ly as people demonstrated their sup- 
port of the Armed Forces and' their 
patriotic pride. 

Many local villages had their 
ways of commemorating the special 
day. Round Lake's Memorial Day cel- 
ebration showed the ultimate in • 
patriotism, with its parade culminat- 
ing in a procession of 6-8 veterans 
pulled on a flatbed to the Round 
Lake American Legion Hall. 

Army veteran Bob Amundsen 
was one of them. 

"It's been terrific — the patriotism 
was very high (today), especially 
where respecting the flag was con- 
cerned," said Amundsen, a Round 
Lake Park native who served for the 
U.S. Army's communication division. 
Amundsen worked primarily on the 
front lines in Okinawa and Hiroshima 
during World War 11 from 1943-46. . 

"The participation was at an all- 
time high. 1 haven't been too active 
with the VFWs or Legion Halls for a 
few years, but Post Commander Kris 
Siebert talked me in to coming down 
today. I'm glad I did." 

Amundsen said he was behind 
President Bush'sdecistons concern- 
ing the War.in Iraq. 



"I support him 100 percent," said 
"Amundsen, whose involvement with 
die Round Lake's VFW and American 
Legion started initially in 1946. He 
helped form Round Lake's Veteran's 
Organization in 1974. "We should have 
done Wliat we did a long time ago." 

Patriotism was also at an all-time 
high at the Gurnee American Legion 
Post 771. According to Post 
Commander Joe Decavitch, the 
Legion held three different cere- 
monies on Memorial Day. 

One was at Peterson Park in 
Gurnee, where two boys scouts and 
two girls scouts recited speeches that 
reflected the theme, "The Future 
Honors the Past." 

"They (the kids) wrote their own 
speeches. It was very moving, actual- 
ly," said. Decavitch, who also served 
In the communications division 
(First Class) for the U.S. Navy from 
Vietnam through Desert Storm. 

Decavitch also said ceremonies 
were held at the Warren Township 
Memorial, which celebrated its 10 1st 
year, and Warren Cemetery, for all of 
the departed veterans. 

"The turnout at each was very 
good," said Decavitch, formerly of 
Chicago but now residing in Zion. 
"The respect for the flag and patrio- 
tism overall is definitely up." 

Sign of the times?

How joining hands 
helped water quality 

Several years ago a group of residents of Long Lake; an unincorporat- 
ed area in west Like County with a recreational body of water of 
34G acres and in excess of 4,000 population, packed a meeting room 
to point a finger of scorn at Baxter Healthcare Corp, as the major 
source of pollution of their lake. With representatives of the Illinois 
Environmental Protection Agency serving as combination niediators/facil- 
itators, cooler heads prevailed and a joint effort was organized to deter- 
mine what was causing high levels of phosphorous and other pollutants. 

On the Baxter side was a mound of data attesting to careful and 
approved operation of a waste treatment facility that discharged into a 
tributary of Squaw Creek that empties into Long Lake. On the side of the 
residents was a willingness to enter into a lengthy study to learn more 
about Baxter's waste disposal system and the environmental workings of 
the 24,000 acre watershed, largest in Lake County, that drains an area 
including pans of Wauconda. Mundelein and vast open lands in 
Fremont Township. 

Several weeks ago — many months after the original emotionally 
charged meeting— Long hike residents gathered to applaud Baxter's 
efforts developing a model response to environmental threats and wit- 
ness the presentation of a resolution adopted by the Like Country Board 
commending the global health giant for corporate good citizenship, fur- 
thering community education and an outreach program resulting in 
economic development. 

In the intervening 24 or so months, both Long Lake residents and 
Baxter management went to work to bring about improvements in water 
quality and enhance an environment filling up with new homes, a case 
• okfeaiii-4' -j^ou'iassic urban sprawl. Long Lake homeowners discovered 
their own lawn care practices can be a substantial polluting force. 
Citizens learned such facts as the watershed once had up to 19 permitted 
discharges (there are believed to be four to six today), which compound- 
ed the difficulty of identifying polluting sources. Baxter reviewed its 
waste water treatment facility on Wilson Road, eventually coming up 
with an innovative plan costing about 5500,000 that ended disciiarge 
into the tributary. The plant "ships" treated water to a nearby nursery Tor 
irrigation purposes. In effect, no more industrial water would be entering 
the watershed drainage system, at least from Baxter. 

The novel irrigation system had the side benefit of the nursery drop- 
ping plans to close up shop, which would have opened more agricultural 
land to potential development. 

The end result was a Hat declaration from Sander Sundberg. president 
of the Long Like Health and Sanitation Assn., that "Baxter is not the 
source of pollution of Long Lake." Sundberg is a retired marine biologist 
and recognized consultant on water quality issues. Joseph Wolfsberger, 
Baxter vice president for environment, told the attentive and no longer 
hostile Long Like audience, "Your people became our conscience." 
Chalk up a win-win situation. 

So how are things going at Long Lake? Well, there is beginning to be 
sputtering about proliferation of weed growth. One of the lessons learned 
in the collaborative study with Baxter is that excessive weeds in a fresh 
water glacial lake is a sign of improved water quality. Dealing with the 
proliferation likely will be the next chapter for the care and maintenance 
of Long Like. Recreational bodies of water and an area abundant with 
ponds and wetlands— that make Like County "special"— requires con- 
stant surveillance to maintain health and safely. So it goes. But at least 
pollution is at bay. 

Varsity action - 
calls for maturity 

Pardon me, coach. Is it tomato or tomaalo? Potato or potaato? 
What's the proper position for my pinkie finger during tea service? 
That may become part of the sports lexicon if overly protective 
parents have their way with what could become a new code of 
conduct lor high school varsity coaches. Varsity spoils isn't for the faint- 
hearted. Maturity is one of the attributes of winning teams. Although 
they're still teenagers, the young athletes who play like adults usually 
come out on top when the points are counted. 

Tim Bowen, varsity boys basketball mentor at Grayslake High, is the 
latest coach to feel the sting of parents publically critical of his methods 
of teaching their sons how to compete and win at the varsity level. 
Parental accusations were of such a murky nature that the school 
administration took the official action to not pursue allegations. 

Coach Bowen has "paid his dues" as they say on the sports pages to 
obtain a varsity assignment. His resume includes experience at Warren, 
Aniioch and Lake Zurich high schools. Grayslake officials weren't hiring 
an unknown entity when they turned over the boys varsity job to Bowen. 
He brought with him credentials as to knowing the game, an ability to 
instill a winning altitude and a reputation for players' appreciation for 
his discipline. 

Since the parents have vented and school officials have spoken, it 
might be a good time to step back, take a deep breath and enjoy summer 
and (he fall football season. Oh, yes. Before the next basketball season 
begins, parents and players would be well advised to decide whether 
they want to be part of an organized varsity basketball program or play 
pick up games in the neighbor's driveway.

I agree with those'sehtiments and believe 
that there may be'eonsequences lhat could 
hint future well inlentioned referendums 
sought by the district. 

One of the cailers suggested that the dis- 
trict should hold the line toward its original 
mission as defined by statute as well as state- 
ments or purpose.when the djsiriel was 
formed by referendum of county voters. 
Toward that end, I have examined the words 
of one of the "founding fathers" of the dis- 
trict, the hue Frank Peers. Rack in 1962, just 
five years after the district was established, as 
chairman of the district's land acquisition 
committee; he made statements that have as 
much meaning today. 

Frank Peers said "Nature's open space of 



land, woods, and water is a rapidly shrinking 
public treasure. If future generations are to 
enjoy such privileges of sunshine and air as 
are ours today, a program of conservation 
must be initiated and carried out. The district 
under no circumstances is intended to serve 
as a park system. Its full function is to con- 
serve the space provided by nature for the 
development of the scenic charm and beauty 
that refreshes the soul. Municipal park sys- 
tems represent a vast investmenlin physical 
plant equipment as gymnasiumsTswimmiug 
pools, play equipment, and such, and the dis- 
trict will avoid such ill-advised projects." 

Peers also said, "when people visit a natur- 
al site of great beauty it is as guests of those 
citizens of past years who passed on this her- 
itage as a sacred trust to future generations. 
The creation or a Forest Preserve District is an 
opportunity for citizens of today to bequeath 
such a legacy. Ironically, Peers represented 
Highland Park in the vicinity of Fort . 
i Sheridan. 

1 think you get the message. It's all about . 
the conservation anil preservation of nature 
and open space in its truest form. The Like 
County Forest Preserve District must not 
stray away from its original mission. 
Spending many millions to "upscale" the Fort 
Sheridan Golf Course" is "beyond the pale,"

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Scott Anderson, a Grayslakc resident, said, 
"For some, ( the current level of patriotism* is a 
fad, for others -the events that have occurred 
have served as a wake up call. There were some 
who jumped on the bandwagon after 9/11 just 
because it was the thing to do." 

Lake Zurich's Mary Gorman said she did 
feel that patriotism would fade as time passes 
until such a time that there is another national 
crisis. 

in concurrence with that sentiment, Diane 
Gray, of Fox Lake, said, "Patriotism is historical- 
ly cyclical and dependent upon U.S. involve- 
ment in foreign military action. It is particularly 
strong in situations where the general popula- 
tion feels that military action is justified." 

"I expect that patriotic displays on the part of 
the general population will decline although sig- 
nificant portions of the population will continue 
to display flags and yellow ribbons," Gray said. 

Love ft or leave it 

Anderson felt strongly that public displays 
of patriotism toward the U.S. are appropriate, 
but that patriotism toward other countries 
should be kept private. 

"Patriotism toward other countries should 
be kept private." he said. "This is the country 
that we live in and that has given us our free* 
doms. If people don't like it (public displays), I 
feel they don't support our country and should 
consider moving to a country they can support. 
If they've come from somewhere else, and are so 
proud of that country, than why did they come 
here?" 

Gorman added that those who do not 
choose to fly flags or tie yellow ribbons on trees 
are not necessarily less patriotic than those who 



do. "It's fine for people to do what they arc com- 
fortable with doing," she said. 

Gray said, for her, it's Important not to con- 
fuse jingoism with being a patriot. 

"Just because we live in this country does not 
mean that we owe our full-hearted support to 
whatever policies— military, economic, etc.—. 
that the current administration chooses to pur- 
sue. What it does mean is that we should take full 
advantage and inform ourselves, arrive at our 
own opinions, and vote and act accordingly." 

How they show it 

Dennis Jarr of Fox Lake said that there is a 
big increase in patriotism now. 

"In my neighborhood, I fly the flag 365 days 
a year. Now a lot of other people are, too," he 
said. 

But it wasn't always like that. 

"When 1 returned from Vietnam, and they 
saw you had a short haircut, they would stop 
the conversation and turn away from you," 
said Jarr, a former commander Lakes Region 
American Legion Post 703. 



Flag sales climb with patriotism 



After 9/11, flag salc6 skyrocketed and flags 
continue to be a priority among citizens who 
buy them to lend support for the war or for 
their own personal reasons. 

"People arc being more patriotic since 
9/11, so (lag sales are up," said Ed Collins, store 
manager at Ace Hardware in Mundelein. "In 
my own personal experience, we have been fly- 
ing our flag more in the last couple of years." 

At the Kosco Flags and Flagpoles, LLC in 
Waukegan, owner Shannon Koskinen says flag 
sales have been up and attributes the increase 
to the war in Iraq. 

"People have purchased new flags to show 
patriotism for the war," Koskinen said. 

With all the flag sales since the World 
Trade Center attacks, there seems to be a lack 
of people flying Old Glory. 

"There are nowhere near the amount of 
flags on cars," Koskinen said. "The flags that 



you see out have decreased." 

The Eagle Flag and Banner Company in 
Grayslake saw the biggest demand for flags in 
their history after 9/11, but now is seeing a 
reduction. "It was the biggest crunch ever 
known for flags but it has decreased since 
then," said Bill Callahan, owner of Eagle Flag 
and Banner Company. 

Kosco Flags, Ace Hardware and Eagle Flag 
and Banner continue to have rising sales for 
Memorial Day and the Fourth of July. 

The owner of Flags and Poles by Kaplan 
which, In Mundelein says the hype for flags 
was short term. "Personally I have not seen 
that many new flags or poles going in," said 
Ernie Kaplan, owner of Flags and Poles by 
Kaplan.' "I think the ones who fly the flag, it 
comes from their heart whether they have a 
veteran at home or someone In the war."— By

Veterans react to a different kind of warfare with Iraq 



Retired U.S. Army Lt. Colonel William 
Butler knows whereof he speaks when express- 
ing amazement at the weapons, communica- 
tions systems, training and discipline he's seen 
in America's War on Iraq. 

Butler, a Mundelein resident and 10-year 
member of the Libcrtyville Veterans of Foreign 
Wars post, served in Korea and in Vietnam, is a 
published weapons expert and served as a 
weapons instructor at Ft. Benning, Ga. In Iraq, 
"one Abraham's Tank is more serious than any- 
thing we ever put on the ground in Korea or 
Vietnam," BuUer said. "And, with the smart 



bombs and accuracy of tracking systems from 
the satellites and gun ships, it's incredible what 
our forces did in Iraq. 

"Just look at the precision of the air-arm 
operations, the gun ships. Not only are they for- 
midable offensive weapons, but they are bringing 
the wounded out of the hot zones so fast, and 
transporting them to top flight medical facilities." 

In the Korean Conflict, many of the casual- 
ties were the result of inaccurate position 
reports. "A lot of casualties in Korea were from 
'friendly fire,"' said Buder, who was a platoon 
leader and specialized in reconnaissance and 



intelligence gathering. 

"What has impressed me more than any- 
thing else was having the men wear steel' hel- 
mets and flak jackets. "Toward the end of Korea, 
the men were wearing flak jackets, but they were 
not Kevlar, of course. They were madp of metal 
plates and were extremely heavy." 

Butler lauded the joint service cooperation, 
which in past wars was compromised by "joint 
service rivalry, tills calls for good commanders. 
We had the Army, Marines/Air Force, Special 
Forces, Navy Seals all working well with each 
other and our allies. — By Denys Bucks ten

Their pro- 
grams, based on surveillance and non-chem- 
ical forms of prevention nhdjcontroj, have 
also included area-wide ground application 
and aerial spraying of chemical and biologi- 
cal pesticides (insecticides). With the emer- 
gence of West Nile Virus, efforts to control 
the mosquito population have increased. 

Abatement districts, licensed by the 
Department of Agriculture to apply pesti- 
cides, claim their use of pesticides is neces- 
sary if we are to effectively control mosqui- 
toes. This is where the controversy erupts. 
Just how safe is the wide- range spraying or 
these substances for people and animals? 

Trucks that travel down city and subur- 
ban streets spray a clouded mist of pesticides 
along the ground and in the air. Usually 
done late at night, this controversial method 
is referred to as "adullidding" and is done to 
target adult mosquitoes. 

Another form of application, "larvacid- 
ing," in which pesticides are applied directly 
to mosquito breeding areas such as catch 
basins and standing water areas, is consid- 
ered to be much safer. The application of 
these biological and chemical pesticides is 
more contained and site specific. 
Lan'aciding also helps to prevent the devel- 
opment of adult mosquitoes. It can reduce 
overall pesticide use in a mosquito-control 
program as well, by decreasing or eliminat- 
ing the need Tor ground or aerial spraying to ' 
kill adults.

In a fact sheet titled "What You Should 
Know About Pesticides" published by the 
Erie County Unit of the American Cancer 
Society, pesticides are described as "poisons 
designed to kill a variety of plants and ani- 
mals such as insects (insecticides); weeds 
(herbicides) and mold or fungus (fungi- 
cides). 

"Pesticides include active ingredients," 
the chemical compounds designed to kill 
the target organisms! "and inert ingredients 
which may be carcinogens or toxic sub- 
stances." Wlfen it comes to the issue of safe- 
ty, the publication stales that "No one caii 
assure your safety when using pesticides. . 
Most pesticides are associated with some 
risk to human health or to the environ- 
ment—EPA registration is not a consumer 
product safety program." 

Most people don't realize that. The 
Environmental Protection Agency only regu- 
lates the use of these pesticides by review- 
ing, approving, and setting the guidelines 
for the labels on these products. This is the 
only safeguard. What is stated on the label is 
king, and it's a federal violation to use these 
products other than in accordance with 
label directions. 

Jeff Squibb, spokesperson for the Illinois 
Department of Agriculture, told me that this 
is stated in the Illinois Pesticide Act, Section 
24.1, and that there is a provision to penal-

ize those who misuse any pesticide— no 
matter how low the toxicity. This mandate 
which imposes penalties and fines based on 
the violation, is published on the web site: 
www.legis.state.il.us/legistation/ilcs/chap- 
terlist.html, under the listing for 415 1LCS60 
(Illinois Pesticide Act, 24.1). 

I wasn't aware of this law when one 
night I was out walking my dog and was 
sprayed by a Clarke Mosquito Control truck 
on the street in front of my house in 
Lincolnshire^ Clarke is one of the major con- 
tractors and suppliers of products for mos- 
quito control. My dog and I were enveloped 
in a choking gray- white cloudof chemicals. 1 
felt as thought I was part of a science fiction 
movie. I had no idea that what was done to 
me may have been a violation of the law. 

Now, six years later, armed with a news- 
paper column and an official press pass, I 
asked the same Mr. Squibb at the Dept. of 
Agriculture if he thought it was safe to be 
sprayed with the pesticide. His response 
was, "Generally, I would think not." 

I then challenged Clarke Mosquito 
Control. 1 called Laura McGowan, their 
spokesperson to the media, and asked her if 
the products they spray are intended for use 
on humans. What was on the label? She told 
me"not intended for human use." 
Nevertheless, she insisted the pesticides 
were relativelysafe because of the Ultra Low 
Volume (ULV) factor of pesticide in the 
spray. ."Exposure to products we use causes 
no undo risks to humans," she said. "The 
active ingredient that is sprayed is only 6/ 10 
of an ounce per acre — it's disseminated in 
droplets of 17 microns which is smaller than 
the size of a pin head. U is. meant for use in 
highly populated areas.'" — •*■ 

The pesticide label 1 obtained for Anvil 2 
+ 2 ULV, the compound that according to 
Ms. McGowan has been used in this area for 
almost 20 years, clearly reads "harmful if 
swallowed or absorbed through the skin." 
Nowhere is it stated that this product is 
intended to be applied to humans in either 
its concentrated or diluted form. 

Complaints should be phoned in to the 
Illinois Department of Agriculture's pesti- 
cide misuse hotline at 1 -800-64 1-3934. The 
hotline number for the Illinois Poison 
Center is 1-800-222-1222. The law will only 
work for you if you use it. 

Mosquito borne diseases affect millions 
of people worldwide each year. West Nile 
Virus is real. West Nile is dangerous to 
humans, birds and some animals. ! wonder, 
however, if the controversial battle plan of 
adulticiding is effective enough to really 
make a significant difference. 

My golden retriever, Marty, died two 
years later from "schwannoma", a cancer of 
the Schwann cells — the sheath that sur- 
rounds the nerves in the skin. I will never 
• know what caused the cancer. ■

"Students here operate from a deep personal center— 
they're active and set lofty goals Tor themselves. We try and 
facilitate that." said Father Hob Carroll, the school's principal. 
, "We want to prepare them so that they have the ability to 
achieve their goals and be persistent and dedicated with what- 
ever they are involved in." 

Whiic there are countless students who are testament to 
that formula, two in particular have used the Carmel system, so 
to speak, to its fullest capacity: seniors Amanda Pirih and 
Quinlin Cappelle. • 

Pirih is already a well-traveled woman. Prior to coming to 
Carmel, she lived in England for four years because her father 
—received a job transfer. It's an experience that helped Iter pre- 
pare for Carmel, you could say, 

"Just seeing the different cultures over there (London, to be 
exact) and changing scenery prepared me mentally for just 
about any situation," said Pirih, who ranks in the top 5 percent 
of her class with a 4.35 grade point average. "Moving around a 
little bit when I was younger made me not get too attached to 
any one thing. It was also ically cool learning French and being 
able to speak to the people over there. It was a great experience. 
It prepared me in a lot of different ways." 

Prior to London, Pirih lived in Florida. She was born in 
Roselle, and currently lives in Green Oaks, near Libertyvillc.

"lie's one of those kids that picked the skills he was good at and 
honed in on them, as to perfect them," said David Wicbbrs, 
Cappelle's music instnictorand director of Girmcl's music depart- 
ment. "Hegoes above and beyond, as to set the bar to another level. 
He definitely has the drive and knows how to push himself." 

Speaking of that other level, Cappelle has been on the 
Illinois Music educator's Association District 7 Festival Honors 
Band since his sophomore year; He took it a step further this 
year when he qualified through districts to become one of the 
top trumpeters in the state of Illinois.

Following graduation, in a short two-three weeks from 
now, Cappelle, believe it or not, wants to get involved with the 
pre-med program while earning a chemical engineering degree 
from the University of Dayton. 

ironically, he is heading to the Ohio school on a music 
scholarship. 

Both Cappelle and Pirih agreed on one common thread 
that not only bonds the two of them, but the entire student 
body at Carmcl. 

"Just the memories I'll have of walking through the halls, 
saying hello and knowing just about everyone in your class— 
that's what I'll look back on the most," said Cappelle.

High School boost each other as 
they boost their school

f here are times when the whole is 

1 greater than the sum of Us parts. 

"^^ This is the case at Grayslake 

Community High School (GCHS) 

where two seniors, friends since the third 

grade, are able to move 1 mountains by playing 

off each other's strengths. 

Adrijana Bisevac and Shannon Binder are 
members of a mutual admiration society.

When interviewed, rather than talk about 
themselves, each wanted to talk about the 
other. 

"1 love Shannon," said Bisevac. "She's a 
wonderful person. She's always organized and 
she keeps you focused." 

"There are hot many people who don't 
know and like Adrijana.", said Binder. "She's 
outgoing, personable, bubbly and warm. You 



can't accomplish a lot without being likeable." 
There is no doubt the two young women 
have accomplished "a lot," individually and 
collectively, academically, socially and prag- 
matically. 

Bisevac is the president of the student 
council. Binder is the secretary. Together, they 
have inspired their peers to do more and go 
farther than ever before in supporting the 
needs of their school. 

"They raised $20,000 for their prom in 
three years," said Dustin Chierico, a social 
studies teacher who is also faculty sponsor for 
the class of 2003. He explained the norm is 
about $7-8,000. 

Binder and Bisevac inspired their class to 
break records in the annual food drive as well. 
They raised the bar by collecting 20,000 
pounds of food for distribution to the needy. 
During their junior year, 20,000 pounds were 
collected. The standard, before the pair of 
dynamos got involved, was about 10-12,000 
pounds. 

"Our goal was 22,000," said Binder. "We 
didn't think we were going to make it, but on 
the last day, contributions poured in." 

"Shannon and I can think of ideas, but 
you can't get 28,000 pounds from just two 
people," said Bisevac. "I think we set the bar 
for how much you can achieve. The class 
under us sees our work ethic, and how we 
work together. I think they can achieve more. 
I would not be surprised if next year they do 
38,000." 

If there was one area of endeavor where 
the pair feels they have made an important 
difference, it was in their efforts to help pass a 
referendum in November that allowed the 
school to reinstate programs threatened by 
budget constraints. Sports, clubs and French 
and Spanish honor societies are among the 
programs slated to be restored in 2003-04, due 
to the influx of funding. 

Bisevac and Binder conducted a student- 
run, door-to-door campaign to encourage 
voters to support the school. 

"Adrijana called every one of the 64 mem- 
bers of the student council to organize the 
walking campaign," said Rita Fischer, social 
studies teacher and student council sponsor. 
Chierico pointed out the altruistic nature 
of the effort, "If the referendum failed, it 
would not have affected her, personally," he 
said, as Fischer noted that even without the 
demands of trying to get a referendum 
passed, it would have been a busy time for 
most seniors. 

"Working with students like these makes 
teaching a rewarding career," she said. "This 
is.what it's all about." 

The duo has been actively involved in 
many areas of school life practically since the 
moment they arrived at GCHS. 

Binder is co-president of the President's 
Council, a group that meets monthly with the 
school principal to provide student input on a 
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variety of issues. Bisevac is also a member of 
the council. 

Both are involved with planning of Class 
of 2003 activities. Binder was vice president of 
her class as a junior and served as treasurer 
while a sophomore. 

Binder is a member of the Varsity Honors 
Choir, which placed third in the stale. Bisevac 
expresses herself in her role as sports editor 
and editorial board member of the 
"Rampage," the school newspaper. She also 
enjoys Serbian folk dancing. 

Both students are academically sound as 
well. Binder maintains a 4.32 GFA (with extra 
points accrued through honors and advanced 
placement courses) and Bisevac holds a solid 
4.0. Both are members of the National Honor 
Society. 

Each ts employed, as well. Binder works at 
Gap, and Bisevac works weekends at Einstein 
Bros. Bagels in Libcrtyville. 

Local civic groups have acknowledged the 
young women for their efforts. Both the 
Grayslake Exchange Club and the American 
Business Women's Association (ABWA) have 
named Binder "student of the month." 
Bisevac received the ABWA honor twice: once 
in 2002 and once this year. 

Each has strong academic talents, and 
plans to use them. 

Binder has accepted a $10,000 scholar- 
ship to attend Northwestern University in the 
fait. 

"I'll be going to the school of engineer- 
ing," she said. Typical of her tendency to push 
her own limits, Binder said she decided to try 
for engineering school to open up her options. 
"I'm strong in physics and math," she 
said. "That looks like engineering. 1 figured it's 
harder to gel into engineering school than a 
liberal arts college. I can gel into engineering 
school and test the waters. It's easier to switch 
to liberal arts than the other way around." 

Bisevac has shown a strong interest in 
politics. During spring break; when most stu- 
dents are looking for a bench party. Bisevac 
was looking for a political party. She went to 
Springfield where she interned for State Sen. 
Robert Churchill (R-Grayslake). . 

"The way other people are about rock 
stars is the way I am with politicians," she 
said, ending the remark with her "trademark" 
giggle. 

She is planning to go to Marquette 
University in Milwaukee, Wis. next year, 
where she will major in business and market- 
ing. 

"I might do a double major," she said. 
"Maybe political science." 

Lest anyone buy into the idea that 
teenagers who are academically strong and 
socially altruistic are also unpopular "nerds," 
these two people break that mold. 

Binder was TWIRP Queen. This is not as 
bad as it sounds. In this case, TWIRP is an 
acronym for "The Woman Is Required To

"She was more cool and logical (than her peers)," said 
Undcrbrink.

at the LHS Butler Lake CampUs, "has been a Godsend. She's

"We ran all these hills, up and down 
and back up, in lap form, at the Old 
School Forest Preserve, 

"Coach Schinto just had a way of 
motivating us to do those things; he'd 
use stories and quotations from peo- 
ple. Some (players) didn't care and 
may have thought it was bogus, but he 
sort of got to me, and got me to do my 
best and never settle for anything else."
